Phys Ed Talk 
In Currie Cym 

Dr. J. B. Kirkpatrick, director 
of the School of Physical Educa- 
tion, told the Quebec Association 
for Health, Physical Education, 
and Recreation that there is far 
too much confusion in the public 
mind between physical culture and 
physical education last night at 
the Currie Gym, He pointed out 
the seven char.ictcristics that dif- 
ferentiate physical education from 
physical culture. 

Dr. Kirkpatrick, after tracing a 
brief historical outline of physical 
education and its past ties with 
the military, said "too many peo- 
ple think of physical education as 
the Charles Atlas type of exercise, 
where the sole aim of the instruc- 
tors is muscular development.'* He 
denied that this was the aim of 
physical educationalists, who 
"strive for the social and moral 
development of the children.*' 
Proper guidance can teach young- 
sters Ihe art of ro-opcr.ition, and 
the spirit of getting along with 
team mates and opponents alike, 
he said, lie also, pointed out that 
many naturally shy children had 
gained self-confidence through 
participating in competitive games. 

He also stressed the need for "a 
strong professional organization, 
comparable to associations ' now 
working in the medical and 1^ 
professions, the aims of .» which 
would be Ihc exchange of infor- 
mation between groups and the 
setting of professional standards." 
Also important is a code of ethics 
to be adhered to, he said. ;

Principal F. Cyril Japes has 
issued the following statement sup- 
porting the I.S.S. plans for educa- 
tion and reconstruction: "As presi- 
dent of Ihe National Conference of 
Canadian Universities, may I urge 
Canadian university men and \vo- 
men to support the I.S.S. of Canada 
in their efforts on behalf of univer- 
sity edi c.->tinn and reconstruction." 

The .McGill i.s.S. committee, 
which is under the chairmanship 
of Harry .Miller, will now broaden 
its activities to include the assist-, 
ance of the many students and 
faculty members who have ex- 
pressed an Interest in the project. 

The I.S.S. committee estimâtes 
lhat it will cost approximately 
S4.000 to bring four students to 
McGiil. The Studenia Executive 
Council has decided that this year's 
I.S.S. drive for funds will be held 
in conjunction with the Combined 
Charities Campaign which will be 
held early In March. 

In the meantime, the LS.S. com- 
mittee will ask various clubs and 
societies to stage a variety of 
events to raise money for the pro. 
Ject. 

The whole 1949 program of I.S.S. 
Is receiving wide support acro5S 
Canada. It is expected that drives 
will be conducted on most cam- 
puses across Canada during the 
first two weeks in February, but 
the drive at Queen's is already 
imdcr way.

ïlie little Sympiiony 

For several years now, the Little 
Symphony has been regarded as the 
best orchestral group In Montreal, 
but under tho leadership of George 
Schick, their new Musical Director, 
they have proven themselves a 
fine and capable body of musicians 
as well. The sterling performance 
ot last Tuesday night's concert 
under the baton of Mr. Schick, at 
the Hermitage, shows that the fine 
playing demonstrated earlier in the 
season was no mere accident. Mr. 
Schick hss the rare gift of being 
able to radiate his enthusiasm and 
sensitivity which the members of 
the orchestra fully absorb. 

Tuesday night's concert was a 
long and varied one, the first half 
ot the programme being devoted 
to music for stringed orchestra. The 
programme opened with Corclli's 
Concerto Grosso in D, with Mr. 
Schick conducting from the piano 
a practice which usually results 
in a lamentable performance, 
though in this case the orchestra 
grasped the beat and kept together 
admirably. The entire seating plan 
of the orchestra was rearranged 
for this particular work so that 
the solo Instruments (two violins 
and a violincello) could be heard 
to greater effect. Three works b^ 
contemporary composers rounded 
oft the first part of tho programme. 

The first of these was a Debussy- 
like Nocturne by Riell. This was 
followed by the Serenade for 
Strings by Morawetz, a young 
Czech now living In Toronto. The 
Serenade Itself, Is a rythmic bit of 
modern discord which was well 
received by the audience. The first 
half was brought to à close with 
some interesting Variations by 
Tansman, the orchestra being par- 
ticularly impressive in the Andante. 

The second portion of the con- 
cert featured music written by 
Gluck for Flute and Orchestra 
with flautist Hcrve Baillargeon 
being the soloist. While It can 
hardly be said that the well known 
Minuet from Orpheus, or the Con- 
certo in G for Flute and Orchestra 
(arr. by Scherchcn) constituted a 
serious challenge to Mr. Balllar- 
geon's skill as a flautist, the mel- 
odiousness and simple orchestration 
of these works together with fine 
playing by the group, certainly 
completely enchanted everyone in 
the large audience. 

The concert ended with a flaw 
less performance of Mozart's gay 
Divertimento No. 17 In D. The 
next concert of the Little Sym' 
phony will take place on Tuesday, 
February 22nd.— S. Y.

Sermon Subjtet:

"At first It 
was awkward but I got used to it! 
I do miîs the gab-fcsts, though." 

John Falhcringham answered 
thus. "The air of friendship here 
is swell; the food is awful; the 
spirit is swell. One thing that I 
really like is that there is no pre- 
judice here with regard to race, 
color or creed." 

John was followed by Harry 
Poslncr, B.Sc. 1, who replied "The 
teaching staff is excellent. Daw- 
son offers a splendid opportunity 
to make good acquantanccs because 
of the enforced communal living. 
We have good cquipmeni, plenty 
of dances with girls imported from 
the (Bell Telephone Co.) pool ta- 
bles, and in general life is O.K. 

I then made a: pilgrimage to the 
Region known Lower Slobbo- 
via. (For the benefit of those who 
don't know better' Lower siobbo- 
via is group of bunks ',4 mile from 
nowhere, inhabited by those who 
weren't fortunate enough to get 
beds closer to campus.) Here I In. 
tcrviewcd one of the Intimates- 
Wilfrid Friedman, Bsc. 1. The first 
thing he said was, "You ask how 
come I live in Lower Slobbovia— 
well, I find it's much healthier to 
hike U of a mile to lectures at 
0.00 a.m. in 10 below zero weather 
than just to run next door" He 
then 'continued, "The best thing 
here at Dawson is the gym. Some 
people take opium to forget. Here 
opium is illegal so we go to the 
gyb!" 

HLs neighbour Herbic Blumer, 
Bsc 1, also commented, "The thing 
I like best? . . . S.IS." By the way, 
"he went on, "Did > you know that 
the police of St. Johns came here 
looking for some signs and peanut 
machines which were borrowed 
without the owner's knowledge and 
were never returned." This caused 
yours truly to look around the 
room, and sure enough there big 
as life was a sign . . . 'House to 
Let, See so-and-so'. 

My next interviewee, Johnny 
Philips Bsc.

Furthermore, 
living with other fellows enables 
ono to get help \yhenever neces- 
sary. At Dawson there is plenty 
of good athletic activity, and j in 
general life here Is not bad at 'all. 
My onl ycomplalnt, I guess 'is that 
after aw hlle one gets sick of the 
mess hall meals. They're too much 
like the army." 

This concluded my stay at Daw- 
son, a place where, in the opinion 
of this writer, life, with the pos- 
sible exception of the meals, is not 
liearly so bad as Is made out by 
some*

Geologist Club Hears 
Jolliffe Last Night 

In an address to the Monlcrc- 
gian Geological Club last night. Dr. 
A. W. JoUitfe deplored the lack 
of recognition accorded geologists 
and particularly Canadians in the 
pioneering of the atomic age. 

In his address. Dr. JoUiffc called 
attention to the fact that the first 
practical portable Gelger Cqunter 
used in prospecting for radioactive 
minerals was developed through 
the agency of the Geological Sur 
vey of Canada In the Great Bear 
Lake region in 1014. 

Dr. Jolliffe continued by outlin 
ing the world sources of fission 
able products — pitchblend is the 
chlef^ source — and the audience 
was surprised by the miiltiludirlous 
occurrences of these supposedly 
rare minerals. He cautioned not to 
be overly alarmed at sensational 
newspaper accounts of great strikes 
being discovered behind the Iron 
Curtain as it was already well 
known In geologists that there were 
numerous occurrences of these 
minerals in the U.S.S.R.
